lion. James G. Blame, Speaker of 


the lower House of Congress, delivered 
an address on the 1st inst. to the 
Northern Wisconsin Agricultural Asso 
ciation, at Oshkosh, in which he treat- 
ed largely on the subject of Debts, 
national, State, county, city, township 
and district—and made somo startling 
statements as the result of his investi- 
gations. 


He finds in the matter of city debts 


the 
following 
particulars 
Sixteen 


cities, each with a population exceeding 
100,000, and aggregating 4,500,000, 
owe $350,000,000, or 880 per capita, 
twelve cities having between 50,000 
and 100,000 population each, aggiega- 
ting 750,000, owe $30,000,000, or 840 
per capita , fifty-three cities, each with 
a population between 20,000 and 50,- 
000, aggregating 1,500,000, owe 875, 
000,000, or $50 per capita 
One hun- 


dred and five cities and towns, having 
less than 20,000 population each, aggre- 
gating 1,400,000, owe 135,000,000, or 
822 per capita. These four classes of 
cities, having 7,000,000 of population, 
owe 9490,000,000, to which may bo 
added 980,000,000 for towns having 
less than 10,000 population, making in 
all 9570,000,000. 


Tho county debts of the United 


States aggregate 9180,000,000, and 
tho Stato debts 9390,000,000, making 
a grand aggregate of public debt of the 
States and their subdivisions of 81,- 
140,000,000. 


In speaking of the State debts, Mr. 


Blame iBsertajtbat,.. taking them in tho 
aggregate, tho,rahas nol been realized 
on' 'the average^50 cents of palpable, 
permanent value for each dollar raised 
and expended. He sketches with great 
felicity the ordinary mode by which 
cities are led into debt, and with clear 
ness points out the .possibility that, if 
the hundreds of millions of dollars hid- 
den away in municipal bonds had been, 
in the absence of opportunities for such 
forms ot investment, foitcd into great 
business enterprises, the country would 
be so much the richer tint u ureat 
number of tho objects for which the 
municipal debts were contracted could 
havp been accomplished by the mere 
proccsi of taxation of the increased 
amount of taxable property thus cre-
